Teenager Eve 
died in tragic 
rail incident 


THE Family of a 15-year-old girl 
have paid tribute to their daugh- 
ter who died in an incident on 
the railway line near to New 
Lane station in Burscough on 
Sunday, September 26. 

The funeral of Eve Lewis was 
held at St John the Baptist 
Church in Burscough on Sat- 
urday (October 16). 

Her family said: “As many of 
you locally will be aware, on 
Sunday, September 26 there was 
an incident on the railway line. 
As a result, our beautiful 15 year 
old daughter, Eve Lewis, was 
fatally injured whilst walking 
the dog. 

“During her short time with us 
Eve touched many lives in the 
local community. She went to 
1st Class nursery before starting 
at Lordsgate and was in her final 
year at Priory. 

“Eve also went to several clubs 
at St John church, including 
Brownies as well as being a keen 
and accomplished gymnast for 
Dazzlers at the sports centre and 
other clubs locally.” 

The tribute was signed by 
Paula, David and Charlotte.

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ORMSKIRK has been named in the top 10 postcode 
areas for car thefts. 

The statistics were revealed following a Freedom of 
Information request to the DVLA by the national 
media. 

The figures show the number of vehicles the police 
have recorded as stolen and on DVLA records by UK 
postcode area throughout 2020. 

First is LE2, which is categorised as part of Leicester, 
with 342 car thefts, and in 10th place is L39, listed as 
Ormskirk with 177. 

However, police chiefs in West Lancashire have quer- 
ied the figures and pointed out that a “significant 
as of the L39 postcode area” goes into Mersey- 
side. 

West Lancashire Geographic Inspector, Danny 
Clough said the following on the statistics: “I have con- 
ducted research into the figures presented in the 
report. 

“For the areas within the L39 postcode our records 
show that between 01/01/2020-31/12/2020, we 
have 36 reports of vehicle taking and three reports of 
aggravated vehicle taking. 

“This takes into consideration the whole of Ormskirk 
Central and Ormskirk Rural which probably includes 
some locations outside of L39 but are within our poli- 
cing boundary. 

“T widened the search parameters and found that in 
the whole of West Lancashire (theft of unauthorised 
vehicle taking and aggravated vehicle taking in 2020), 
incorporating Skelmersdale East, West and Rurals, the

figure is significantly lower than what is being reported 
and is 124. 

“There is a significant portion of the L39 postcode 
area that does in fact stretch into Merseyside which I 
am unable to comment on, but it is incorrect to list the 
data within the postcode as simply Ormskirk when 
they are not.” 

In second place in the study were two postcodes in 
Slough followed by a postcode in Swindon, then Alder- 
shot, Birmingham, Milton Keynes, Stockport, 
Darlington, and Slough. 

The most stolen cars were Fiestas, then VW Golfs, 
Ford Focuses and Vauxhall Corsas. 

In the UK, thieves take one car every seven minutes. 

Insp Danny Clough wanted to give the following reas- 
surance: “The West Lancashire policing teams work 
hard to ensure the safety and security of everybody 
covered by us, and we also collaborate with our neigh- 
bouring force areas of Merseyside, GMP and Cheshire 
to address crossborder criminality having achieved 
some fantastic results in the last 12 months alone. 

“I would ask the residents and business owners of 
West Lancashire to remain vigilant. We are coming into 
the colder weather where some vehicles are left alone 
defrosting. Please ensure vehicles are never left alone 
unlocked or with keys inside and place any items where 
they can’t be seen. This will prevent the vehicles being 
targeted by opportunist criminals or those seeking 
such opportunities.”

The £8.3m development will be the company’s 
largest scheme to date and will include 30 two- 
storey houses, eight bungalows and 12 apart- 
ments available on an affordable rent basis. 

Managing director of TVD, Mark Kitts, said: 
“We're delighted with the consent as it helps sus- 
tain our early momentum. We expect to finish 
our neighbouring scheme at Fairstead in Novem- 
ber, at Brierfield either side of Christmas and 
will be on site at Fairlie early in the new year, so 
it’s all systems go. 

“The development will be of the same quality 
as our recently completed Eskbank scheme, but 
with a wider range of housing types to meet the 
differing needs of local people. 

“There aren’t too many developers building 
bungalows at the moment and there is a lot of 
pent-up demand. 

“We are really pleased to be delivering these to 
meet the needs of the borough.” 

TVD is wholly-owned by West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council and is tasked with helping deliver 
new homes for local residents. 

Councillor Jenny Wilkie, cabinet member for 
housing and landlord services, said: “The Fairlie 
development will boost the on-going housing- 
led regeneration in Skelmersdale. Providing 
quality new homes for our residents is a key 
focus for us as a council and I’m delighted with 
this consent. 

“The pending completion of two other TVD 
schemes means 31 families can be in new homes 
either before or just after Christmas and I can’t 
think of a better present for anyone.”

ELECTORAL reform supporters in 
West Lancashire campaigned at the 
site of the famous Parbold Bottle. 

The Bottle is a symbol of the path 
to democracy starting from 1832 
and the Great Reform Act. 

Ken Lamden, from West Lancs 
Make Votes Matter said: “It’s awe- 
some to think that we are continuing 
the tradition of democratic cam- 
paigning in West Lancashire that 
goes back nearly 200 years. 
Although unlike in 1832, everyone 
18 has a vote nowadays, our first 
past the post system which hails 
back to those times is far from per- 
fect. 

“For example in the 2019 general 
election it took 38,264 votes to elect 
a Tory MP, 50,837 votes for a Labour 
MP 336,00 for a Lib Dem MP 
866,435 for a Green MP and 25,883 
for an SNP MP — how can that be 
fair? We want a proportional voting 
system where seats match votes and 
all votes count equally.” 

Ken continued: “First past the post, 
known as winner takes all, has been 
rejected by most modern democra- 
cies. 

“A proportional system, where the 
number of MPs matches the votes 
cast means that those in power fairly 
represent the diversity of peoples’ 
views. 

“Every vote counts so there is no 
such thing as a “wasted vote”. 

“A proportional voting system 
would at a stroke do away with the 
lottery of tactical voting, remove the

Group member and local historian 
Stephen Hesketh also spoke of the 
history of the monument and the 
Great Reform Act it marked. 

Old maps and photographs show 
the original monument to have stood 


on higher ground on the edge of Par- 
bold Hill quarry. Whether due to age 
or activities in the quarry, in the 
1950’s it was in need of some repair 
and the decision was taken to rebuild 
it in its present location beyond the 
quarry perimeter. 

In its original and at that time tree- 
less location, the monument would 
have enjoyed a more prominent posi- 
tion in the local landscape and been 
visible from the road, canal and, 
later, from the railway.

“It was a barbaric senseless act. 

“I will miss David’s lovely smile, 
contagious sense of fun and our 
friendship. He was very kind to 
me as he was unfailingly to every- 
one, always ready with a kind 
word and a helping hand whoever 
you were. God Bless him and his 
family.” 

MPs paid tribute to Sir David in 
the House of Commons on 
Monday. They shed tears, shared 
stories of him and expressed 
anger around the circumstances 
of his death. 

Prime Minister Boris Johnson 
said: “That Sir David spent almost 
40 years in this house but not one 
day in ministerial office tells 


everything about where his prior- 
ities lay. 

“He was not a man in awe of this 
chamber, nor a man who sought 
patronage or advancement. He 
simply wanted to serve the people 
of Essex, first in Basildon, then in 
Southend. And it was in the act of 
serving his constituents that he 
was so cruelly killed.” 

Labour leader Sir Keir Starmer 
added: “Even as a political oppon- 
ent he was a man and a politician 
we could all learn much from. I 
use that phrase - ‘political oppon- 
ent’ - very deliberately. Because 
David held his beliefs passionately 
but gently. I believe that not only 
can we learn from that but that 
we have a duty to do so. Civility in 
politics matters.”

allowed plentiful challenge. 

“Painful though it is, the UK 
must learn what lessons it can of 
why this happened if we are to 
ensure it is not repeated.” 

The document does mention 
successes, such as the vaccination 
rollout. 

Ms Cooper said the report was 
“absolutely damning” and added: 
“The findings are clear, that 
throughout the pandemic the 
Government made reactive 
decisions, too late to make 
enough of a difference, costing 
thousands of lives. 

“They failed to proactively 
make decisions based on evid- 
ence of the progression of Covid- 
19 in other countries and did not challenge poor sci- 
entific advice. 

“We now urgently need a comprehensive Public 
Inquiry as there are areas and evidence that was not 
available to the committee which need to be 
examined. 

“The public deserve a clear and detailed investiga- 
tion into every aspect of the Government’s handling 
of the Covid-19 pandemic and we have a duty to give 
grieving families honest and impartial answers to 
their many unanswered questions. 

“Only a full-scale Public Inquiry will provide the 
much needed answers on failings such as the dis- 
charge of Covid-19 patients to care homes, failure to 
protect social care and allegations of blanket do-not- 
resuscitate orders (DNR) issued to people with learn- 
ing disabilities.”

RAIL campaigners are angry that West 
Lancashire is to lose its direct service to 
Manchester Piccadilly. 

From December 2022, services from 
Southport through West Lancashire to Pic- 
cadilly or Manchester Airport will be 
removed even though they had only 
recently been restored. 

An hourly service will run between Southport, 
Wigan and Manchester Oxford Road, while a 
second hourly service from Southport to 
Manchester Victoria and Stalybridge has been 
retained in the timetable produced by the 
Manchester Recovery Task Force. 

Ormskirk, Preston and Southport Travellers Asso- 
ciation chair Alan Fantom said: “The Southport line 
into Manchester is the only one to have made a full 
business case for its services which is how we won 
the Piccadilly service back and we were building on 
this, e.g. with an extra commuter service to and 
from Victoria. 

“This was totally disregarded by MRTF who have 
dogmatically pursued their preference for a train 
operating plan which sees Blackpool gain a second 
airport service when overall services have been 
reduced. 

“All day services between Southport and Oxford 
Road, and Southport and Victoria are presented as

after school flooded again 


‘Work was promised but 
it has not been done’ 


Report by Henry James 


AFTER classrooms at a school in 
Aughton were flooded after the recent 
spell of heavy rain, MP Rosie Cooper 
slammed the county council for their 
“lack of urgency” in dealing with the 
longstanding problem. 

Staff at Aughton Town Green Primary 
have been fighting consistent flooding of 
the building for years and the school has 
had to be closed on multiple occasions. 

Classrooms were flooded again recently 
and teachers even had to remove a dead rat 
which washed up on the school car park. 

The problem is believed to be caused by 
water breaching a culvert that runs under 
the school grounds after heavy rain. 

The school’s headteacher and West Lan- 
cashire MP Rosie Cooper have pleaded to 
Lancashire County Council to find a per- 
manent solution, with Ms Cooper even 
raising this with Boris Johnson at Prime 
Minister’s Questions in February, but she 
added “so far very little has been done.” 

When the Champion last reported on the 
issue in July, Lancashire County Council 
said “drainage works to further alleviate 
the problem at Town Green Primary School 
have been identified, and the timing of this 
work is now being finalised.” 

Ms Cooper MP said: “I am astounded by 
the council’s attitude. Flooding caused 
great disruption to the education of pupils, 
and is now putting their health at risk with 
flood water washing up dead rats onto the 
grounds. When I raised this issue with the

council last year, they reluctantly pro- 
posed a range of works that would 
improve the flow of water. 

“The only action they took initially was to 
instruct private homeowners downstream 
to clear their section of the culvert! 

“As evidenced by the most recent flood- 
ing, this has not worked. 

“The council promised to undertake pipe 
improvement work over the summer, but 
we are now told that the contractor ‘did 
not get to it’! 

“The lack of urgency with which the 
council are handling this is potentially 
dangerous and insulting to the pupils.” 

Rachel Crompton, principal flood risk 
officer for Lancashire County Council, 
said: “The repeated flooding around Town 
Green is a long-running problem. 

“Although we’ve never been able to find 


a single solution, we have made various 
small improvements in the past, and are 
currently carrying out work within the 
grounds of the school to identify whether 
there are any problems with the pipes. 

“Old streams and watercourses often run 
on private property, and it is the responsib- 
ility of these landowners to keep their 
stretches clear and free-flowing so that 
they don’t cause flooding problems, 
however they are not always aware of 
these responsibilities. 

“Our next step will be to investigate the 
need for any further measures, but we first 
need to ensure as far as possible that all 
existing local drainage systems are func- 
tioning as well as possible in order to 
provide the robust evidence which would 
be needed to make the case for this invest-

Starling Murmurat 


Lots of people have taken advantage of our late night 
openings to see the thousands of pink-footed geese 
coming to roost for the night. We also now have the 
added bonus of a murmuration of starlings coming into 


our reedbed every evening. 


To see these spectacles, access to the Martin Mere 
nature reserve will be free of charge from 5.30 to 7pm on 


Sat 23rd, Wednesday 27th and Saturday 30th October. 


Up to 20,000 starlings have been wheeling around, 
before flying into the reeds to spend the night. It is 
the wheeling and reeling around that is known as the 


murmuration. 


Murmurations are one of nature’s wonders, as 
thousands of starlings move as one large mass, forming 
a multitude of patterns in the sky. This behaviour lasts 
for up to an hour, with the mass of starlings getting 
bigger and bigger by the minute as birds join in from all 


directions. 


Murmurations are bigger in the autumn and 
winter as British starlings are joined by migrant 
birds escaping colder weather in Europe. 


However, starling numbers in general are in 


decline and many murmurations aren’t anywhere 
near as big as they were ten or twenty years ago. 
The decline is thought to be as a result of modern 
farming practices and insecticides reducing the 
starling’s food supply.

However, scientists remain befuddled on how the 
thousands of birds move as one unit and don’t 
bump into each other. Studies have even included 
references to particle physics and one study found 
that each individual bird’s movement affected 
seven others around it, which is what makes the 
starlings look like a twisting, morphing cloud. 


It is believed that the murmurations offer each bird 
greater protection from predators, as the individual odds 
of getting picked out by a predator become much greater 
if you are surrounded by 20,000 others, than if you are 
on your own.

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All-weather court 
plan for tennis club 
set to be approved 


Report by Henry James 


PROPOSALS to change the set-up of courts at 
Aughton Lawn Tennis Club have been given the go- 
ahead by the council. 

The club is set to reconfigure three of its grass courts to 
create two all-weather surface courts in order to allow 
year-round play. 

The planned changes were approved by West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council lastweek. 

Non-members will be allowed access to the club on 
Granville Park, while it will also be open for potential 
members with a disabilities. 

The plans were passed despite concerns over the loss of 
trees and the installation of eight new floodlights in the 
conservation area 

Objection have been raised from residents who have 
raised concerns about a reduction in biodiversity such as 
bats, owls, squirrels and birds due to the removal of 
mature trees. 

There have also been concerns about the height and 
light pollution from the new floodlights and worries over 
increased traffic in the area. 

Aughton Parish Council also raised concerns over park- 
ing. 
In the planning documents for the application, officers 
at West Lancashire Borough Council stated that reconfig- 
uration of the tennis courts to all weather pitches, “will 


Aughton Tennis Club 


have no significant impact on the character and appear- 
ance of the conservation area.” 

The planning documents state that while the loss of 
trees along the northern boundary could lead toa “loss of 
visual amenity” the development is “acceptable and the 
scheme provides for replacement tree planting which 
would ensure that any impacts are successfully mitig- 
ated.” 

When looking at the impact to residents of the propos- 
als, officers “do not consider” the noise generated from 
the increase footfall will cause “significant nuisance” to 
nearby residents to lead to a refusal. 

The officers added that they do not think it would be 
“reasonable to justify” a refusal on highways grounds. 

A Drainage Strategy has come to the conclusion that 
the development would not result in an increased flood 
risk to the site.

SPARE a thought for the poor old 
clutch. In just a generation’s time 
it could be sitting in a dusty corner, 
alongside such relics as the manually 
operated choke and overdrive 
switches, as one of those things new 
drivers will know next to nothing 
about. 

That's the future being hinted at by research 
carried out with a focus group comprised of 
the next generation of drivers - specifically, 
those who between the ages of 10 and 16. 
Normally, I give these surveys a wide berth 
but this one’s been carried out by an up 
‘w coming motoring specialist you might 
have heard of - Peugeot. I know it’s got a 
vested interest because it wants to continue 
flogging cars after the laws on sales of internal 
combustion cars change at the end of the 
decade, and today’s kids are tomorrow’s 
customers, but its own research concluded 
that four out of ten youngsters don’t even 
want to learn on a petrol or a diesel car. 

The future's electric, and they'd rather skip 
the old hat tech and get straight to the point. 

All of which makes me wonder how well 
equipped tomorrow’s motorists will be for 
yesterday’s motors, or even today’s ones. 
Another group that’s conducted its own 
research, the Federation of British Historic 


classics? 


Vehicle Clubs, concluded at its annual 
meeting earlier this month that getting 
younger people interested in classic cars is 
one of the biggest problems it’s now facing. 

For me, it isn’t just about asking today’s 
teenagers to be interested in things like Ford 
Anglias and Austin Allegros. Its about asking 
how interested they’re going to be in cars on 
sale right now that deserve to be tomorrow’s 
classics. The Toyota GR Yaris, for instance. 
Caterham’s Seven 170, which is so lightweight 
that it’s actually more efficient than many of 
today’s hybrid offerings. The Lotus Emira. 

The list goes on. 

Electric cars have, by the very nature of 
how they operate, no gearbox, so if that 40 
per cent of youngsters do go on to pass their 
test in a zero-emissions vehicle, they'll have 
a licence that counts them out of driving 
anything with a manual ‘box. That does, 
of course, mean that there are still 60 per 
cent for whom learning how to find the 
biting point and when to change up still 
have currency, but I reckon it’s a significant 
percentage that’s only going to increase as 
2030 veers ever closer. 

I get completely that you'd want your kids 
to pass their test in something with the latest 
tech and youd be mightily annoyed at your 
driving instructor if they rocked up at the test 
centre with an Austin Cambridge, but I do 
think that more needs to be done to promote 
the joys of driving, and saving the cars that 
espouse our wonderful motoring heritage. 

Having a generation grow up that can’t 
drive them - and more worryingly, doesn’t 
want to - means that fewer enthusiasts will 
be saving the classics of tomorrow.
